matter of a U.S. guarantee to supply modern CGMINT intercept equip- 
ment, USCIB would need to have some idea of precisely what would be 
required of the U.S. before making such a commitment. 



4. The matter of the ELINT aspect is, as you know, not one on 
which USCIB is in a position to give any guarantees. However, USCIB 
recognizes this problem and is hopeful of its early solution. Here 
again, the matter of undertaking in advance to supply modem ELINT 
equipment is one on which the U.S. would have to reserve its opinion.
